He 
denied that he had taken any part whatever 
in the unseemly proceedings in the House on 
Washington’s Birthday. 

Had I voted atall,’’ said he, I should 
have voted forthe adjournment in order to 
put a stop to the disgraceful performance. 

Mr. Cummings (Dem.) of New York asked 
that his colleague, Mr. Sickles, be excused 
on account of sickness. He was so excused. 

Then the Speaker pro tem ordered the 
pending question to be the motion to dis- 
charge Mr. Adams from the custody of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Mr. Adams demanded to be heard on the 
question of privilege he desired to raise. 

The speaker said that one question of privi- 
lege was already pending, but agreed to hear 
Mr. Adams,

REID’S VOUCHERS.

They are Being Held Up In the Comp- 
troller’s Office. 


Under instructions from City Counselor 
Marshal the Mayor has ordered all vouchers 
from the Building Commissioner’s Office to 
be held up in the Comptroller’s Office and 
the office of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments until a final decision of the Reid case 
by the Supreme Court. The hearing 
is set for March 13, and it 
may be a week or two or more 
before a decision is given. In the meantime 
there are some forty odd creditors of the 
city who will be kept out of their money. 

The contractor who furnishes the coal to 
the City Hall under a contract which calls for 
monthly payments, has not been paid for the 
last month and threatens to cease delivering 
coal and sue for his money unless his bills 
are paid. 

Some of the other creditors are washwomen 
who attend to the towels or do scrubbing at 
the Court house and City Hall and who are 
sadly in need of their money. 

There is no dispute about the accuracy of 
the bills or the amounts, but the City Comp- 
troller refuses to recognize Mr. Reid's signa- 
ture for fear of offending the Mayor. 

The Supreme Court bas issued no order in 
the case, and Mr. Reid holds that it is his 
duty under Judge Valliant’s ruling in the 
case, which has not yet been set aside, to 
sign all vouchers, as heretofore. The parties 
to whom the city owes money have a perfect 
rightto sue for it and there would be no de- 
fense. Afew lawsuits would tend to swell 
considerably theamount already expended 
by the Mayor in his attempts to remove the 
Building Commissioner during the past 


seven months.

THE WRECKED KEARSARGE. 


The Navy and State Departments Will 
Greatly Feel Her Loss. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—In the wreck 
of the Kearsarge the Navy and State Depart- 
ments have sustamed a severe loss. It was 
one of the valuable points of the old wooden 
cruisers that they could be put into condition 
for service ina very short time, as the ma- 
terials for repairs could. be found at any 
navy yard or any port, evenin a foreign 
country. This is not true of the more com- 


plicated steel ships with extensive ma- 
chinery, requiring a bigh grade of expert 
skill to repair. 

So even in late years, whenever a vessel 
was wanted in great haste, the wooden ships 
were called into service. Already there is 
talk at the Navy Department about supply- 
ing the Kearsarge’s place, and several 
projects have been broached that may find 
their way to Congress. One contemplates 
the construction of a magnificent battle-ship 
worthy to perpetuate the name of the Kear- 
sarge on the naval lists. 

Another project is to build two or three 
light draft steel gunboats about the size of 
the Petrel, now doing valuable service in 
Chinese waters. Twoof these vessels coula 
be bulit for about half a million dollars, and 
if they were stationed In the Gulfof Mexico, 
at Mobile or Galveston, they would be of in- 
estimable value to United States commercial 
interests,as they could be sent to any Central 
American port in a day or two, and from 
their sinali size would be very economical to 
maintain. From thelr light draught they 
would also be able to reach many points that 
are inaccessible to our larger crulsers.

petition of the United 
Trust Co. sets forth that there 
remains outstanding and unpald 
$7,819,000 of G6 per cent Frisco general mort- 
age bonds and $12,293,000 of 5 per cent 
nds the former issued Junel, 1882. and 
the latter of July 1, 1881. Ihe interest on 
these bonds, amounting to $541,895 due Jan.

SOUTH AFRICA, 


In the Ovinion of One Who Has Tried it 
No Sort of a Place fra Worker. 
From the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

I sailed from London Jan. 20, 1893, for Cape 
Town, returning the latter partof May, and 
was only too glad when I reached the States 
again. Miners thinking of going to Johannes- 
burg would do better by staying at home, 
even if times are very quiet here. The aver- 
age of miners landing in Cape Town is about 
ten weekly, and they are nearly all from Eng- 


land. They nearly all branch out for Johan- 
nes burg, and naturally the employers prefer 
an Englishman before an American, and 
you will nnd this in all branches of 
business, professional or otherwise. The 
colored people doallithe laborious work in 
the mines, and as for the positions the white 
man would take I suppose there are about 
fifty waiting for oneopening. A good miner 
can earn $35 a week,and I think a good miner 


can earn more here, andthen again he can 
| live considerably cheaper here. 
| have to pay for board in Johannesburg about 


He would 


$10 weekly. This is speaking of board alone. 

When | left Cape Town last May there were 
hundreds of men in Cape Town from all 
parts of South Africa — ey for employ- 
ment. Lots of them manage to get down 
from the interior, and the first chance they 
have of returning to England, either by 
working their passage or otherwise, they 
will. The boat Icame Dack with to London 
was the Tartar, and eleven worked their 
passage home, and, having so many appli- 
cations, had to refuse a good many. A stow- 
away isa common occurrence, 

Board in Cape Town is $6.25 a week, and if 
you wanted a position as cierk, book-keeper, 
telegraph operator, etc., they would offer 
you what they call ‘‘a start,’’ That is to say, 
it doesn’t matter how competent you may 
be, you have to commence with $5 or $6a 
week, and you think yourself lucky if you can 
get that. There are on an average 100 appli- 
cants for one situation. 

I took my brother-in-law from England 
with me. He was earning there $10 a week, 
and hetramped around Cape Town seven 
weeks and finally got a position, and 1 have 
just heard from him, andhe is at present 
earning $6 a week at the same place. 

As many people arereturning from South 
Africa as are going—that is, between 400 and 
500 weekly. Menthat doget postions, after 
they have saved, if they ever do, $200to $400, 
return to England for good. 

Employers will not accept a diploma from 
the United States of any kind, it doesn’t mat- 
ter how high the reputation of the college 
may be, andanyone heading there will only 
be too sorry he ever left home, as it costs 
more to get from there than it does to reach 
there. The whole thing is there is too much 
English about it all round, and after having 
the freedom of this country you will find a 
kreat difference between South Africa and 
here.

The scene in the House yesterday when 
the Speaker Pro Tem reminded the mem- 
bers that it was not a beer garden wasa 
presage of what will occur should the 
Democrats empower the caucus majority 
to force compliance with its will by com- 
pulsory methods.

The call for a caucus to 
adopt some rule to accomplish this. end is 
proof of this. If this purpose of aping 
ex-Czar Reed is carried out it will be a 
stupendous blunder. 

The worst result that can flow from the 
abstention of members from voting is the 
delay of business and the defeat of some 
measure which has the indorsement of the 
majority of a caucus, but not the support 
of a majority of the House. Delay in legis- 
lation is not ordinarily a bad thing, and 
the defeat of a minority measure is as 
likely to be a blessing asa curse.

BUCOLIC STATESMANSHIP. 

Secretary Morton deserves the gratitude 
of the country for his able efforts to turn 
its attention from the distracting wrangles 
of politics to the profitable contemplation 
of the bucolic questions which keep the 
Agricultural Department of the Govern- 
ment in a state of mild and wholesome 
activity. 

Both pleasure and profit may be derived 

from the perusal of the Secretary’s able 
papers on the subject of the Russian thistle 
and the proper attitude of the Government 
towards it. The importance of this matter 
cannot be overestimated. In threatening 
to root out grain and other agricultural 
products in some sections of the country, 
it strikes at the very root, soto speak, of 
the nation’s prosperity and safety. By 
insidious approaches this pestiferous off- 
shoot of Czardom invades the land of liber- 
ty and disputes the possession of the land 
with its owners. 
Secretary Morton shows that he fully 
appreciates the importance of the subject. 
He shows also that he appreciates the dig- 
nity of his office and the weight which at- 
taches to his official utterance and action 
with regard to the interests under hiscare. 
He delicately conveys the impression that 
the Secretary of Agriculture is not only 
the chief of farmers, but an able states- 
man. He must be capable of defining the 
attitude of the government toward the 
farm, the products and pests thereof, in 
accordance with constitutional guaran- 
tees. 

In attacking the subject of the Russian 
thistle the Secretary first lays down the 
basic principle which must guide his of- 
ficial conduct. He affirms the great truth 
that it is not ‘‘the business of the Govern- 
ment to destroy weeds for tHe people any 
more than itisto raise wheat for them or 
to cut corn by appropriations from the 
public funds.“ 

The limitation of the power of the Fed- 
eral Government is then carefully defined 
for the benefit of foolish farmers who may 
look to it to root out or blast the weeds in 
their grain fields or vegetable patches. 
Federal legislation,’’ sagely remarks 
the Secretary, ‘‘can neither exterminate 
weeds by statute nor by attempting to in- 
vest powers in others, which, in the minds 
of many, do not pertain te itself.“ 

This conclusion will undoubtedly be 
disappointing to many farmers who, hav- 
ing seen the Government build factories, 
make huge private fortunes and raise 
prices on goods by statute and appropria- 
tions, naturally thought that it might do 
something in the way of weed-cutting, or, 
at least, put a prohibitory tariff on for-

THE PEOPLE RESPONSIBLE. 


In a letter sent to the Post-Dispaton 
and published in to-day’s issue Circuit 
Attorney Zachritz declines to admit special 
counsel in the Duestrow case. Thus any 
movement of citizens to employ special 
counsel to aid the officers of the Criminal 
Court is effectually blocked in advance. 

The action of the Circuit Attorney only 
emphasizes the blunder of the people of 
St. Louis when they elected Zachritz Cir- 
cuit Attorney in the face of public proof of 
his unfitness. All the consequences of 
that blunder must be borne by the peo- 
ple. They placed all the control of 
criminal prosecutions in the hands 
of a man they knew to be unworthy of the 
trust. Zachritz holds the key to the situ- 
ation, if he declines popular advice, in- 
terference or help and runs the office ac- 
cording to his own sweet ‘will, the 
people have no _ recourse. If he 
chooses to protect“ criminals of 
wealth or influence the people 
must submit. It is their own fault. They 
deliberately and voluntarily gave him his 
place and power and the opportunity to 
abuse their confidence and impair the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

It is hardly worth while to question the 
motives of Zachritz in rejecting special 
counsel before it is offered. It is a notori- 
ous fact that the docket of the Crim- 
inal Court is overloaded and that the 
prosecuting Officers have insufficient time 
to give to ,important cases. But 
this is immaterial. The important point 
is that the people are responsible for all 
that Zachritz does. They elected him, 
knowing what he is and what his record 
was, 


COWARDLY EVASIONS. 


The disgraceful scene in the House yes- 
terday was due to the cowardice of the 
Democrats who dare not speak their mind 
on the pending measure. They do not like 
the Bland bill, but instead of opposing it 
openly and with manly courage, they 
shirk their duty and leave their party in 
the lurch without a quorum. 

The contrast between the large Demo- 
cratic majority in the present House and 
the small Republican majority in the Reed 
Congress is not favorable to the Democrats. 
With sturdy, well disciplined and well- 
organized followers Mr. Reed forced 
legislation through. It was a tyranny of 
the worst sort, but there was nothing 
faltering, feeble or timid about the course 
of the majority. The Republicans did 
something in that Congress, and proved 
that they had the faculty of legislation 
whether what they did was right or not. 
They had courage, knew what they 
wanted and accomplished it. The Demo- 
crats of the present House seem to be ut- 
terly lacking in organization, discipline 
and unity of purpose. They seem seldom 
to know what they want to do or how to 
doit. With one of the largest majorities 
ever known they are irresolute and help- 
less.

This is the 
manly, honest, brave way, and the only 
way to save the party from total loss of 
popular confidence.

The strike of the Trenton potters suggests 
the inguiry how far the country has bene- 
fited by the large ‘‘protection’’ granted the 
potteries under the McKinley law, These 
potteries employ not quite 10,000 men, women 
and boys, atan average wage of $8a week. 
They thus pay in wages about $4,000,000 a 
year. We import pottery to the amount of 
$9,529,431 a year, on which the duty Is $5,404,- 
985. The Trenton potterles make $8,500,000 
worth, on which, ifit were imported, 
the duty would be $4,800,000. If we im- 
ported all, the revenue derived from t 
would be $10,204,955. As it is, these potferies 
pay out $4,000,000 for labor and $4,000,000 for 
raw material, making a total of $8,000,000, 
against a revenue of $10,000,000 which the 
Government would get if the potteries 
stopped work altogether. It would be 
ebeaper to import the pottery, collect the 
duty, pension all the potters at their present 
rate of wages and buy all the raw materials 
tor no use at all. It would leave a clear 
profit of $2,000,000 a year to the Government. 
Is there not something wrong with a system 
which yields such results?

Our Shade Trees. 


To the Editer of the Post- Dispatch: 

Heartily canall admirers of shade trees 
commend the article in your issue of the 20th 
Inst., signed, Reform,“ as it strikes the 
main causes of the crippling and early death 
of ourcity’s shade trees. 

Most people during the days when many of 
the unemployedy are seeking to earn a 
dollar or two, by honest toll, allow these men 


for the sake of charity, to trim their trees, 
little thinking atthetimethatitis the cut- 
pe of thelimbs that so seriously injures 
them, 

If householders want to give work to men 
on trees which will benefit them and rid them 
the coming summer of those everlasting mis- 
erable caterpillars, have them clean off 
the limbs those bobbing bag worms in which 
are contained the eggs of the caterpillar. 
If they are left on, which likely will de the 
case, as soon as the heat reaches up into the 
90s, these winter-housed bag worms will 
open up and a new lot of them will be 
brought forth from year to year to multiply, 
so that they run by the hundreds of 
thousands, not only up and down the trees, 
eat the follage, run back and forth across the 
pavement, on the lawnsand upon the sides 
of houses, even into the windows of dwell- 
or in fact they lay thelr eggs under window 
sills. 

They are on every tree in ourcity by the 
hundreds and thousands. 

There could not be any more useful em- 
ployment than to pick them off now before 
the leaves come forth. Along Lindell avenue, 
from Grand avenue to Forest Park, nearly 
every tree is covered with them, 

The earth surrounding trees should now 
be loosened up with spadeor pick, so that 
the winter snows and spring rains will per- 
meate the soll down deep below the roots, so, 
as to supply them with molsture during the 
hot months of July, August and September, 
when we have but little rain, 

Ifthere are any tree boxes around trees 
these should be removed and all the accu- 
mulated rubbish of years cleaned away and 
the boxes replaced. 

Allow no one tc destroy your trees under 
the plea that they are intelligent tree-trim- 
mers by cutting off the main INnbs. Igno- 
rance and quackery, which destroys human 
and animal life, also destroys tree life.

Every Effort Madeto Rescues the Men Em 
tombed in the @aylord Mine. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 23.—It 18 now 
the eleventh day since the thirteen miners 
were entombed by the fall ot earth and rock 
in the Gaylord mine. And although the work 
of attempted rescue has now ceased for a mo- 
ment, but slow progress has been made, No 
sign that the men are alive is manifest, Men 
never worked harder or under greater dim. 
culties or in more constant danger than hag 
this rescuing party. If it were certain they 
were dead such great risks would not have te 
be taken, but the hope that they may be 


alive, and the fear that they are suffering 
the horrors of starvation together inspire 
the rescuers to most strenuous efforts. 

The continuous day starts at 7 o’clock in the 
morning, When the first shiftof twenty de- 
scends into the mine, each man carrying his 
lamp and dinner-paill. At the bottom the 
relieve the shift that has been at work an 
commence most arduous labor.

Before deciding to use blasts careful exam. 
ination was madeto detect the presence of 
gas, but nome was found. Thus far the shots 
have been firedin safety, but anyone may 
cause fresh disaster. In spite of this, the risk 
must betaken, forthe rock is almost im- 
penetrable. Gwillym Edwards, 
ul Superintendent, stays with this night 
shift, and they make more actual progress 
than any other.

: 5 oe a te Amendment of the Laws Would Place 


Them in Classified Lists and MNecessi- 
tate Examinations as to Qualifications 

—This Would Oall for an Increased 

Appropriation—Number Affec ted. 


 WasnincTor, D. C., Feb. 23.—Dr. Everett 
t Massachusetts, who has written much in 
advocacy of civil service reform and is one 
of the Congressmen most interested in the 
Cause, will revive the movement to have 
laborers in the Government service placed 
under the civil service laws. 

A meeting of the House Committee on re- 
form in the civil service has been called by 
Chairman DeForrest for next Monday, when 
Representative Everett expects to call up the 
bill which was introduced by Representative 
Andrews of Massachusetts in the Fifty- 
second Congress. This bili is to 
authorize the extension of the system 

of non-partisan appointments to all 

classes of executive officers except those 
whose appointments require confirmation 
by the Senate. The civil service act of Jan. 16, 
- 1883, which was practically the beginning of 
the present system, gave discretion to the 
President to make rules for competitive ex- 
@minations for Government appointments, 
placing no limitations upon his power to ex- 
ecute the preference given to the veterans 
and excluding from the offices requiring con- 
firmation any person merely employed asa 
laborer or workman.’’ 

Under the Andrews bill the last exception 
would be removed and the President could 
embrace the laborers in the list of the classi- 
fied service, as he saw fit. To enable him to 
Go this, however, it would be necessary for 
Congress to appropriate more money for the 
purpose of supporting the Civil Service Com- 
mission, which has rather inadequate pro- 
Visions made for carrying on the work 
of examinations and certifications already 
im posed upon it. 

The number of men who would have been 
Placed in the classified service by the 
Andrews bill in 1892 was nearly 22,000, of 
which number some 10,000 were under the 
War Department and 8,000 on the Navy De- 
partment rolls engaged in the navy yards of 
the country. 

Representative Everett believes that the 
system of appointments based on merit 
should be extended, so far as possible, to all 
branches of the Government service.

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ROAD MAKING AND MANAGEMENT. 


The Inquiry Now in Progress Meeting 
With Favorable Results. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 23.—The inquiry 
being made by the Agricultural Department 
into the system of road management and 
road making methods in the United States is 
meeting with favorable results. Among 
other things, the co-operation of practically 
all of the principal railroads in reducing 
freight rates on road materials has been se- 
cured. The edition of 3,000 copies of bulletin 


No. lon ‘‘Recent Road Laws ofthe Various 
States’’ has beenexhausted and a reprint 
ordered, Informationis being gathered for 
further publications, for which many appli- 
cations are now on file. 

Concerning some of the results reached 
Gen. Koy Stone, who is in charge of the in- 
vestigation, said to- day: It appears that 
while many short sections of good highways 
are being bullt in various parts of the coun- 
try witha gratifying cheapness in cost and 
freedom from burdensome taxation, yet in 
some of the States a serious set-back to the 
movement has occurred through the failure 
of legislation intended to advance it and re- 
lied upon for great results. 

Tue optional country road laws passed in 
1893 have nowhere proved acceptable tothe 
county boards except in the case of two 
counties in Michigan. Yet these boards are 
in close touch with the people and doubtless 
voice the popular verdict on this legislation. 
It is clear, therefore, that these laws are 
elther in advance’ of public education or at 
Variance with the public judgment inthe 
States concerned, and that a neu departure 
must be taken to insure any 

rompt and general advance in 
4 ighway construction in those States. 
Under these circumstanees the Department 
has asked for information and suggestions 
regarding other lines of legislation. Fortun- 
ately it has been able to point to the remark- 
able success of the State aid and local option 
law of New Jersey, and to commend it with 
certain modifications to the consideration of 
other States. That law proceeds upon the 
theory that while the county as a whole 
may be unwilling to embark in road bulid- 
ing, those smaller communities which are 
themselves willing to -contribute fairly 
toward the improvement of their 
highways may justiy demand county 
and state ald in carrying on such improve- 
ment, The ldw provides for a survey and 
estimate of the cost of building a road when 
a petition signed by owners of not less than 
one-half of the lands abutting on the road 1s 
presented to the County Board of Super- 
visors. Itwillbethe duty of the board to 
construct or improve the road whenever the 

titioners file with the board a map or 
des cription of the lands which they believe 
will be benefited, together with the written 
consent and request of owners of three-fifths 
of the lands that these lands, as well as the 
rsonal property in the district, be assessed 
or the cost.’ 

State Geologist John C. Branner of Arkan- 
sas has supmitted a report to the department 
on road making materials in the State. The 
State, he says, is well supplied with good 
road materiais in the alluvian bottom lands 
in the eastern parts and even their available 
gravel may be found in stream beds. When 
the Telford system is used almost any hard 
rock will answer for the bed-rock of the 
roadway, but only a few kinds of rocks are 
fit to be used as dressing or road metal. 
Limestones, clay shales, syenites or granite 
and clean sandstones are cited as inferior 
materials. The materials best adapted for 
road making having a wide distribution in 
the State are arenaceous shales, flint rock, 
novaculite and gravels.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 23.—Henry Guy 
Fernald, alias Wentworth, a young confi- 
dence manwho claimed tobe theson ofa 
wealthy Boston banker, when he came here 
from Chicagoafew months ago, and whose 
real identity was then exposed by Lawyer 
Albert Brodie Stone of Chicago, who sus- 
pected Fernald’s scheme to work aconfi- 
dénce game on several California banks, has 
finally come to grief. 

Stone’s exposure and proof that Fernald 
was a confederate of the notorious card 
sharp, Billy Hurt, spoiled the bank swin- 
dles, but Fernald remained in the city. 
Finally, however, he has landed in prison. 
He was arrested in Los Angeles last night, 
incompany witha woman known as Mrs. 
Garnier, and her son, Harry Earl. The po- 
lice here expectto prove that Fernald and 
Earl are the men who committed the $12,000 
burglary inthis city last Saturday morning. 

The burglars entered the house of Simon 
Jacobsen, a pawnbroker, and made way 
witha trunk containing $1,000 in coin and 
pledged diamonds worth $11,000. The Ja- 
cobsen family gave a party Friday night,and

And then untempered 
debate and sharprivalry have left a deep de- 
posit of prejudice that prevents unlon as long 
as it continues to exist. Dr. Armstrong 
says. in reply to the second question: By 
drawing nearer to the Scripture in thought, 
spirit and life, the two bodies will, with! 
out effort, come nearer to each ‘other. 
Self- appointed and sensational leaders do 
not promote upion, The temperature must 
be right before fusion is effected.’’ Tothe 
third query, he answers: If the union Is 
warranted by perfect agreement, the good 
effect would be immeasurable. There would 
be multiplication of power, enthusiasm and 
effort. Ifthe union is artificial and forced 
there would be loss rather than gain.’ 

Rev. O. P. Gifford, a Chicago Baptist min- 
ister, answers the questions briefly, but 
pointedly.

The Burned Building as It Appeared Covered With Ice To-Day.

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CLEVELAND’S ADVICE TO THE SENATE.

The only safe policy to pursue, he said, 
was to make the bill yield abundant revenue 
and to settle the whole question in committee. 
It would never do, he declared, to report the 
Dill with a single important point remaining 
unsettled, and thus invite a party wrangle 
in the open Senate. He intimated that the 
President was not the safest adviser on the 
tariff question, and said that the Democrats 
ofthe senate must proceed without regard 
to the President’s wishes or suggestions.
